We do not 
know that any of the kind has ever

| Undoubtedly the evil, which it is intended 


to correct, is a very great one. It is an 
evil which should be stopped if any proper 


and legitimate means of stopping it can be 


found. The power, which, by the force of 
custom, belongs to members of Congress 
if they are the Adminisiratign’s political 


| friends, ol determining the appointments 


| 


to be made in their respective districts, is 
a gross usurpation, never contempleted by 
the Constitation and the laws, and it has 
always been and now is shamefully abused. 
The power of appointment virtually and 
practically belongs where the Constitution 
and laws never placed it, and where there 
is no responsibility for the rightful exercise 
of it It isa fertile source ot bribery and 
corruption; and, even when members of

The Board of Education is to be an in- 


corporated body, composed of the Super- 
intendent, Pregident of the State Teachers’ 
Assecianion, the ex- Superintendent, the 
Superintendents of the Louisville and 
Frankfort schools, and two persons ap- 
pointed by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. This corporation can receive, 
hold, and dispose of donated property tor 
the benefit of the schools. The State Su- | 
perintendent is to be President of the Board, 
and with three other members may control 
its corporate action. As to its proceedings, 
the Board is to have the usual parliament- 
ary powers, and its members are to receive 
a moderate compensation. It is to exer- 
cise a general supervision over the schools 
of the State, and may recommend a proper 
course of study and suitable text books for | 
the primary and graded school, and provide 
for additional normal instruction subject to 
the action of the Legislature. Any new 
funds that may come into its possession 
the board has power to invest. They can 
also organize a State Teachers’ Associatign, 
and during the session of this association 
may erecta model State Teachers’ Iusti- 
tute for the instruction of members pres- 
ent. Not more than §800 a year can be 
expended for the association and its insti- 
tute. 

The bill makes suitable provisions for 
the governance oi the office of the superin- 
tendent, and all needful requirement as to 
the rendering of his accounts, reports, 
visiting districts, distribution of school 
laws, and the other duties pertaining to his 
office. 

There is to be a Commissioner of Com- 
mon Schools in each county, who is to ex- 
amine applicants for the position of teach- 
ers. He is to have specified qualifications, | 
and the first commissioners are to be ap- 
pointed on their qual‘fications being certi- 
fied by the judge, clerk, and sher of their | 
respective counties, by their respective 
Representatives elect in the General As- 
sembly. Afterwards the commirsioner for 
each county is to be elected by the county 
board referred to below. The County Com- 
missioner is to be a kind of sub-superin- 
tendent, with glearly defined executive 
powers. 

Each county is to have a Board of Edu- 
cation, composed of the presidents of the | 
various district cchool boards. This board | 
is to have a supervision over the County 
Commissioner and the sehools in the 
county. Its geveral features are like those 
ot the State board, only with a more lim- 
ited field of action. 

The school districts in the different coun- 
ties are to remain as they now are, under 
the name of sub-districts. No sub-district 
can contain less than forty nor more than 
one hundred white children unless it has 
an incorporated town within its limits, or 
some extreme necessity may demand « 
departure from the general rule. Except 
in extreme necessity the furthest boundary 
aball not be more than two miles from the 
school house. 

The County Commissioner may erect 
three or mere sub-districts into a district 
convenient for the organization ofa Dis- 
trict School Board. One of the sub-dis- 
wicts shal] be the center and the others 
shall be contiguous to it. In the central 
sub-district a graded sc hool may be organ- 
ized, and the district board will also meet 
there. In this selection of the central sub- 
district aceessibility is to be considered, 
and no district shal] extend over five miles 
from the ste of the graded school. 

Each sub-district is to elect a trustee, 
and these trustees are to compose the dis- 
trict board. If the district has five sub 
districts only the trustees elected shall con- 
stitute the board. If less than five, the 
trustees elected shal] appoint trustees at 
large for the district to make the aumber 
five. This board is to be a body politic 
and corperate, and has powers in many re- 
spects similar to the county board, with

Mayor Cole, of t. Louis, says in his late 
message to the St. Louis City Council, that 
the amount of produce sent from there to 
points south of Cairo is twice as great as 
before the war, and of manufactured pro- 
ducts ten times as great.

FRENCH POLITICS, 


The Late Elections ia France. 
(Correspondence ef the Ceurter-J ournail.| 
Pants, Fuad, Nov. 23, 1999. 

I bardly know whether or not your readers 
take much interestin the current politics of 
France, but the elections which closed to-day 
in Paris are so sigvificant that I will venture 
to send you a short account of them. They 
no doubt will furoish themes to the press of 
Europe forthe next week or so, after which, 
significant as they may be, they of course will 
be swallowed up by the proceed'pgs of the 
legislative body, which, convoked lu extraor- 
dinpary session, meets the 29th instant. The 
situation is interesting. 

When we resched Paris last August, the
